FORTY BILLIONS 


President Reveals New Deal 


Plans For Record Breaking 


Expenditures 


WASHINGTON, July 13— (UP) 
—President Roosevelt spread be­ 
fore the nation today the darkest 
budget estimates since 1936 with 
a forecast of record-breaking New 
Deal spending and a treasury de­ 
ficit 
of 
approximately 
$4,000,- 


000,000. 
The report dealt with the fiscal 
year 1939. On the basis of figures 
presented today the treasury will 
be going into the red at the rate 
of about $7,500 a minute during 
the entire twelve months. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
out-of-season 
fiscal summation turned a corner 
in New Deal budget trends. 
It 
ended the period of 
increasing 
revenue, decreasing expenditures 
and diminishing deficits, but con­ 
tinued the national debt toward 
new high ground. 
Cash To Flow 
He estimated that the national 
debt would be $40,650,000,000 when 
the 1939 fiscal year ends in ap­ 
proximately Ilia months. In that 
period the New Deal plans to spend 
almost $9,000,000,000. 
Charging responsibility for de­ 
creasing revenue and necessity of 
additional spending to “business 
recession,” Mr. Roosevelt today re­ 
vised the 1939 fiscal year budget 
estimates which originally were 
presented to congress 'hen it con­ 
vened last January. 
These new estimates, reversing 
a comparatively satisfactory trend

The tri-county d istrict would be 
form ed from Saltcreek township of 
Pickaw ay county, Adelphi-H arri- 
son district of Ross county and 
the L aurelville-Perry 
d istrict of 
H ocking county. 
A new school 
estim ated to cost $150,000 would be 
erected near the intersection 
of 
Routes 56 and 180. 
Smith Explains Plan 
Mr. 
Smith explained the plan 
w as proposed after Laurelville had 
planned a gym nasium -auditorium 
addition to its school to cost about 
$50,000. 
This plan was not ap­ 
proved by the state departm ent. 
The proposed 
consolidation was 
then discussed. 
All three schools have sm all en­ 
rollm ents. 
By the consolidation 
the new school wmild have an en­ 
rollm ent of between 200 and 300 
pupils. 
B etter diversified courses 
of study could be offered. 
Mr. Smith 
warned 
Saltcreek 
residents the Saltcreek school can­ 
not continue with a sm all enroll­ 
m ent for any length of tim e. 
The 
larger unit would give the district 
the opportunity 
to have Sm ith- 
Hughes vocational agriculture and 
. home economics teachers. 
Would Use Buildings 
The 
present buildings in each 
district would be used for the ele­ 
m entary grades. 
This plan is the 
first to consolidate 
a Pickaw ay 
county school district with other 
districts. 
It would probably be 
the only tri-county consolidation 
in the state. Saltcreek school, due 
to its sm all enrollm ent, was re ­ 
moved from the first grade high 
school list last year. 
It was re­ 
placed this Spring on the approv­ 
ed list for two years. 
Figures prepared 
by 
George 
McDowell, superintendent of Pick­ 
aw ay county schools, showed the 
tax duplicate of Saltcreek tow n­ 
ship am ounts to $1,396,922. L au­ 
relville has a 
tax valuation 
of 
$830,000, and 
Adelphi-Harrison, 
$375,000.

When David Livingston returned 
to London and was feted at the 
Mansion House, he wore a mous­ 
tache, about which one of the daily 
papers remarked: “He came brav­ 
ing the prejudices of his country­ 
men and thus evincing a courage 
only Inferior to that exhibited b> 
him amongst the savages of Cen­ 
tral Africa."

trimmed wider a t the bottom than 
at the top. This allows sunlight to 
reach the bottom branches and 
stimulate growth there.
